A few moments after my arrival at 
Virton I saw a German. Major and 
three Lieutenants walking noncha- 
jantly up the street. The Americans 
who saw them gasped and grasped 
their riflés, until their commander 
told them that German surgeons had 
been left behind by agreement with 
the American commander. 


A German Hospital. 


I spoke to the German Major, who 
invited me to visit the hospital, where 
he said there were some- Americans, 
He led me to St. Joseph’s College, 
which had been converted into a vast 
German lazarette. To my surprise I 
found corridor after corridor filled 
with German wounded and men too 
bad off to be moved.’ In two ¢or- 
ridors I found nine Americans, 
wounded the last day of the fighting. 
‘All. were brave and cheerful and de- 
lighted to see the first American since 
their capture. They said they, had 
been... treated well by the Germans,. ‘

and twenty-two German nurses were

But they tell bad tales of the 
poche. They say that he kept the 
city in good shape because he had 
many heddquarters there and didn’t ™ 
expect to leave 80 soon.

VIENNA, Nov. 18, (via Geneva.)—For- 
mer Emperor Charles, who has retired 
for the present to his castle at Eckart- 
sau, is is asserted by the Socialist Ar- 
beiter Zeitung, is living on the shortest 
rations and possibly may he starving 
with his wife and family. 

The former royal family has been un- 
able to obtain meat, milk, and bread in 
the neighboring village, or even to have 
its washing done. They have been 
obliged to gend away almost all of their 
fifty servants.

Colors of 1848 Displacé Red. 


The red flag is gradually disappear- 
ing from the streets of Berlin, as are 
most other external indications of the 
revolution, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived in Amsterdam from the Ger- 
man capital and transmitted by The 
Associated Press. Black, red, and 
gold, which were the colors of the 





German revolution of 1848, and other 
insignia of classical German repub- 
licanism, have replaced the red in 
large measure. 

Guards wearing red brassards upon 
their arms are less conspicuous than 
during the forepart of the week. The 
Reichstag Building is no longer the 
headquarters of the Soldiers’ and 
Workmen’s Commiitteés. These are 
now scattered over the city, occupying 
the former quarters of various Gov- 
ernmental departments. 

A governing Cabinet of six Social 
Democrats has been established in the 
former Chancellor’s palace next to the 
Foreign Office, where Friedrich Ebert, 
Socialist Premier, and Hugo Haase, 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, and 
their associates are overrun with 
callers. 

Mathias Erzberger, head of the Ger- 
man armistice plenipotentiaries, who 
has just returned from attending the 
armistice negotiations, is engaged in 
organizing a German representation 
to attend the peace conference. Max- 
imilian Harden, editor of Die Zukunft, 
is proposed as one of the delegates. 


Iron Crosses a Cent Aplece. 


The iron crosses which the former 
German Emperor so lavishly bestowed 
during the war are now being sold in 
Germany for 5 pfennigs, or about 
one American cent, apiece, a telegram 
from Amsterdam says. 

A Berlin message under date of Nov. 
13 -states that during the twenty-four 
hours before its dispatch not a shot 
had been fired in Berlin, and that the 
physical crisis appeared to be over. 
Order, it was said, was maintained 
with an iron hand, and robberies were 
punished by immediate execution. At 
‘that time the life of the city was re- 
turning to normal. ‘ 

The German Post Office Department 
has suppressed the postal privileges of 
the German ruling Princes who have 
not yet abdicated.

Say He Ought to Pay 
Supreme Penalty. 


BITTER OVER BARBARITIES 


Lieutenant Proposes Former Ruler’s 
Trial by a Special Court of .

_ WITH THE FRENCH. ARMIES, 
Nov. 18.—‘* What should be done .to 
the Kaiser? ’’ was the question I pw 
today to a dozen poilus, chosen: hap- 
hazard from different units of. the 
French Army. The replies did not 
err on the side of leniency, though it 
is worthy of note that soldiers drawn 
direct from the people were far more 
uncompromising than those of higher 
social position or education. 

To the simple-minded ntasses~ the 
Kaiser, as chief of the German Gov- 
ernment, was responsible for the war, 
and therefore should be shot, but bet- 
ter-ihformed men with whom I spoke 
expressed the view that the question 
was incapable of such an abrupt solu- 
tion. ‘ 

** Wilhelm ought to be executed,’’ 
said a big, bearded territorial whom 
I questioned. ‘‘ He caused the war 
and all its suffering. Before, I had a 
son, and now—I would shoot him like 
a@ dog,’’ he concluded, explosively, 
with a pitiful gesture toward the black 
band on his left arm. 

‘The second person questioned was a 
young Pht er of the Alpine - -Chas- 
seurs. 

** I would hang Guillaume from the 
Eiffel Tower if it rested with me,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ One of my brotners is dead 
and another is blind. Can anything 
ever pay for that? ’’ 

Wants Trial by. Allied Court. 


The next was a Second Lieutenant, 
on whose breast was the Military 
Medal, not awarded to officers save 
commanding Generals, which proved 
that he had been promoted from the 
ranks. In civil life he had been a 
schoolmaster, and his reply was much 
more moderate. 

**'The Kaiser ought to be judged by 
@ specially constituted court of the 
Allies,’’ he said. ‘‘ We have fought 
for justice, and should observe it 
strictly, even to our arch-enemy. If 
the ex-Emperor is found guilty, let 
him pay the penalty, but let us not 
be carried away by prejudice or race 
hatred beforehand.’’ 

The next six were all ‘for execution 
without delay or conditions, but fur- 
ther interrogation elicited the fact 
that they all had either lost near rela- 
tives in. the war or came from invad- 
ed territories. .' 

.The tenth was a Socialist of ex- 
treme views, who not only thought 
that the Kaiser ought to be hanged, 
but’ included in ‘the death sentence 
various allied chiefs and ‘‘ Sir Mor- 
gan,’’ who, I believe, he imagined to 
be the ruler of the United States. 
Despite the violence of his speech, 
this man was a Sergeant of Chassetirs 
and wore the Military Medal and War 
Cross with four palms. 

Blames Germans as Bandits. 


The eleventh was the most interest- 
ing of the lot. He was a Lieutenant 
of artillery who had been promoted 
from the ranks during last year’s 
Chemin des Dames battle. Before the

FOE BREAKS THROUGH WIRES 


Army and Diplomats Anxious ‘to 
Know What the Powers Will 
~ Do About Russia. 
ARCHANGEL, Nov, 


18, (Associated 


| Press.)—The Bolshevist forces ‘have re- 


aumed their attacks against the Ameri- 
can and British positions at Tulgas on 
the Dvina River. They have been re- 
pulsed with severe losses. 

On the morning of Nov. 11, after a 
heavy bombardment from their : gun- 
boats and barges in the river, the Bol- 
shevist ‘infantry stormed the allied 
barbed wire entanglements and succeed- 
ed temporarily in reaching the gun em- 
placements of the Canadian artillery. 

For the first time in many years. there 
is mild weather in the Province of Arch- 
angel after the first of November. The 
Dvina River is- still virtually “ice-free, 
permitting the movement of Bolshevist 
gunboats. The swamps in which the 
Americans are now operating have not 
frozen over, but the troops have the dis- 
advantage of encountering ice water, It 
had béen rumored that attacks might be 
expected as commemorating the anniver- 
sary of the Bolshewst revolution. 

The Northern Russian Government and 
the allied soldiers in this region are 
awaiting a statement on American and 
allied policies toward Russia, now that 
Germany has signed the armistice. Rus- 
sian officials and military commanders 
declared today that‘it was possible rap- 
idly to clear up the situation in Russia 
if plans were formulated and sufficient 
troops sent to carry them out. ‘Other- 
wise, they added, there would be a con- 
tinuation of the skirmishes on this front 
without much’ progress. 

Not. one of the diplomatic representa- 
tives and military commanders in Arch- 
angel knows definitely the intentions of 
the American ahd allied Governments. 
The soldiers, knowing that fighting has 
ceased in France, are anxious to know 
how that situation affects them. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—Replying to an 
allusion by Arthur Ponsonby, Member 
of Paliament for the Sterling. District of 
Scotland, that there were rumors of 
Great Britain sending a military expedi- 
tion to Russia, Lord Robert Cecil, Under 
Secretary of Stat& for Foreign Affairs, 
said today in the House of Commons 
that he could give no information with- 
out consulting with»the War Office.

SOLF WANTS TRADE 
WITH OCCUPIED LAND 


| Seeks a Dozen Armistice Changes, 


with Old Customs Fron- 
tier Retained. 


LONDON, Nov. 18. — Germany 
wants the terms of the armistice modi- 
fied so that she can have economic in- 
tercourse with the territory on the 
left bank of the Rhine as before the 
armistice, Dr. Solf. the Foreign Secre- 


tary, says in a wireless dispatch re- 
ceived here. {A brief abstract of this 
dispatch was cabled from London on 
Monday.] The message is addressed 
to the Governments of the United 
States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy. , 

In view of the close economic rela- 
tions between the country west of the 
Rhine and the remainder of Germany, 
the preservation: of-which is declared 
to be necessary ‘‘ to the continued 
peaceful development of Germany,”’ 
Dr. Solf. asks the modification of 
about a dozen points concerning this 
region. 

For instance, he asks permission for 
German owners to exploit as hereto- 
fore the coal, potash, and iron ore 
mines and the general free use of the 
Rhine for transport. within the old 
boundaries of the German Empire. 
He also requests permission for free 
navigation by way of Rotterdam and 
the.coast for the provisioning of Ger- 
many; the continuation of industrial 
pursuits on the left bank-of the Rhine 
for the use.of the remainder of Ger- 
many, and free 1ailway. traffic in oc- 
cupied territory. 

The old frontier of the empire, in- 
cluding Luxemburg, Dr. olf sug- 
gests, is to be regarded as the'\cus- 
toms boundary, and customs duties 
are to be levied by Germany. 

Dr. Solf declares that without. these 
modifications Germany will ‘*‘ advance 
toward more or less Bolshevist condi- 


,tions, which might become dangerous 


to neighboring States.’’ 

He repeats the previous protest 
against the surrender of means of 
transport, and also protests against 
** continuation of the blockade.’’ The 
Foreign Secretary concludes by saying 
that attempts by German delegates to 
discuss these matters at Spa were un- 
successful because the representatives 
there of the allied countries lacked the 
necessary powers.

In speaking of Mr. Weagant’s inven- 
tion yesterday Edward J. Nally said 
that a steel tower at any of.the stations 
of the company costs about $18 090 to 
construct.

sense of responsibility to the commun- 
ity and to the State.

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CHANCE FOR BEST OFFICERS 


Government Would Retain Those of 
High Qualifications. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. —Steps to re~ 
tain permanently in the army officers 
commissioned from civil life who have 
‘displayed marked ability in the service 
are being considered by the General 
Staff. Plans for the demobilization of 


‘| officers, it was learned today, are being 


shaped with this end in view. 

The first of the approximately 160,000 

men in the officers’ corps released will 
be those who are anxious to sever com- 
pletely their connection with military 
life and return to their former civil 
occupations. Applications from these 
men for release will receive first con- 
sideration and will be acted upon 
promptly. The next to be considered 
are those who wish to return to civil 
life, but to retain their status as re- 
serve officers, subject to call for a 
period of years. 
In passing officers back into the in- 
active reserve list, care will be taken 
to hold to the last officers who desire 
to apply for commissions in the regular 
establishment and whose records show 
them to be fitted for regular army life. 
Until the form and size of the regular 
establishment is known nothing can: be 
done toward giving these highly quali- 
fied men permanent military status. 


FREE MINERS FROM ARMY. 


Anthracite Men to Receive Imme- 
diate Discharge. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Men who 
were anthracite miners before they en- 
tered the military service of the United 
States will be immediately released from 
the army and allowed to return to the 
mines. The Fuel Administration an- 
nounced today that this action was being 
taken because of the shortage in anthra- 
cite, due to the influenza- epidemic. 
Telegrams have been sent to all camps 
in the United States by the Secretary of 
War, directing that anthracite miners be 
segregated and‘ sent to Washington, 
where those who desire to resume their 
work in the anthracite fields will receive 
immediate discharge. 

The need of increased anthracite pro- 
duction was strongly urged to the Sec- 
retary of War by Fuel Administrator 
Garfield. This production has been cut 
25 per ‘cent. in six weeks by influenza 
and through the falling off in production

“WAR” PROHIBITION. 

After long struggle and wrangling 
the. Food Stimulation bill with the 
Jones Prohibition .Amendment, suc- 
cessor to the Gore Amendment, finally 
attached as a ‘‘ rider,’’ has been licked 
into a shape on which the House and 
the Senate agree. Only the Presi- 
dent's veto can save the country from 
a dishonest, hypocritical, and -super- 
fluous law. The Drys could not wait 
for the retification of the Prohibition 
Amendment although they profess to 
believe that its ratification is certain. 
‘They. had te impose ‘‘ war prohibi- 
tion ’* upon the country. A reading of 
only a part of this Jones Amendment 
is sufficient. to» indicate. its beautiful’ 
sincerity: : 

After June 30, 1919, until the conclu- 

sion of the present war and thereafter 
until the termination of demobilisa- 
tion, the date of which shall be de- 
termined and proclaimed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, for the 
purpese of conserving the man power 
of the nation and to increase efficiency 
in the production of arms,. mynitions, 
ships, feed, and clothing for the army 
and navy, it shall be unlawful to sell 
for beverage purposes any distilled 
spirits. Z 

The reasons alleged have ceased to 
exist. The Drys themselves confessed 
that these reasons were humbug, and 
the description of the bill as a ‘‘ war 
measure ’’ was @ myth, when, at the 
request of Mr. Wiuson, they substi- 
tuted June 30, 1919, for Jan. 1, 1919, 
the original date fer the outlawry of 
rum and its cousins. After June 80, 
1919, until the end of the wer and 
demobilization not only distilled spirits 
but beer, wine, or other malt or 
yinous liquor shall not be sold for bev~ 
erage purposes, except for export. 
VThat which biteth like a serpent and 
stingeth like an adder may sting and 
bite in foreign parts. In view of the 
multitude of our. soldiers abroad this 
negligence of the Drys seems curious. 

After May 1,1919, till the end of the 
war and demobilization, no grains, 
fruits, cereal, and so on may be used 
to make beer or wine. There ig a pro- 
vision forbidding the importation of 
strong and mild drink, after the ap- 
proyal of the act, until the end of de- 
mobilization. The insertion of the 
words. ‘* except wines, which may be 
imported until May 1, 1919,’’ meets 
the objection to the original amend- 
ment that it was a violation of the 
** most favored nation '’ clause in our 
treaties. 

It was estimated by the economists 
of the House and Senate that from 
$900, 000,000 to $1,000,000,000 of rev- 
enue would be *hrown away by the 
plunge into prohibitibn. Apparently 
nobody in Congress cares longer about 
a little trifle like that. Thus the 
Jones Amendment arises from false 
pretenses, and ends, if it is permitted 
to hecome a law, in steeper. taxation. 

The bill, cunningly devised, would 
put it into the power of the.

In his letter to Postmaster General 
Burpugsom Mr. Mackar refars to the

The “express companies’ 
finances are in_a worse state, and will 
not be relieved by an increase of rates 
which ig tmmediately converted into 
an increase of costs. No one can say 
how the Government will come out 
with its railway adventure ‘until the 
war accounts are adjusted, and until 
the plans for making the temporary 
arrangement permanent. are further 
developed, but it is plain that there 
is @ pretty quarrel developing between 
the Postmaster General and the Di- 
rector General. Their interests con- 
flict in the manner indicated by the 
working out’ of the railway mail pay 
case. 

‘When it was proposed to pay the 
railways for the carriage of the ‘mails 
by the footage of the mail cars rented 
instead of by the tonnage of the mails 
carried, the Post Office declared that 
it would increase the estimated pay of 
the raitways by over three million 
dollars. The real figures are now 
known through the hearings. before 


‘the. Court of Claims, During the life 


of the footage plan of payment “* the 
‘* annual raté of compensation to the 
** yailroads had been reduced from 
** $64,447,982 te $52,182,062.'" How. 
long will the Director General allow 
the Post Office to make profits at the 
legs of the railways? How long will 
the Director General run the express 
companies at a loss if competition 
with the parcel post? When times 
are normal, and ¢osts of private busi- 
ness are re-examined in connection 
with the reduction of war profits, how 
long will private business endure that 
rates shall be increased’ and accommo- 


dations reduced in order that Govern- 


ment may undertake trading responsi- 
bilities on a basis of costs to it, and 
charges to its customers which would 
not have been endyred when the. busi- 
nesses taken over were managed by 
private capital? 

War finance is a matter limited to 
war, and wars do end. There is no 


end to the Government ownership re- 


sponsibilities which the country is be- 
ing led into under conditions not de- 
* The 
war was over before the country was 
confronted with the belated and un- 
necessary taking over of the cable 
service under a Presidential order not 
published at its date. The Postmagter 
General announced yesterday a cut in 
the telegraph rates which will not go 
far to allay the country’s dislike of 
the manner in which the thing was 
done, apart from the, merits. Those 
aware of the result of such experi- 
ments elsewhere know how deceptive 
such reductions of rates are. The 
British Post Office telegraph service 
has been run at a loss for forty-four 
years. The sixpenny telegrams are 
delivered at a cost of 22 cents, The 
sender pays 12 eents, sixpence, and 
the taxpayer 10 cents, It overtagks 
credulity to believe that the Post Of- 
fice, which never has made a profit 
on any commercia] calculation,: and 
which is usually run at a loss on its 
own statement, can possibly reduce 
rates, The pretense is an insult to 
intelligence, 

Also it was announced yesterday 
thet the Government's’ loss on the 
railways had been reduced from the 
half billion which had been feared to 
$200,000,000 for nine months. The 
railway accounts are better kept, and 
the ground is firmer here. But there 
is a factor not in the accounts. Under 
Government operation the fixing of 
rates and wages is a matter of politics 
rather than economics, and there is a 
prospect that the railway finance will 
be assimilated tothe British crapnd 
finance instanced above. Then there

NO PAPERS IN ROCHESTER. 


Printers Strike When Publishers 
Reject Demand for More Wages. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 19.—No 
newspapers will- be published in 
Rochester tomorrow. The publishers of 
all of the local papers refused tonight to 
meet the demands of the printer8, with 
the result that the latter walked out in 
a body. 

The printers’ union some time ago de- 
manded an increase of wages. The 
peeent scale is $25 a week for day work 
and $28 a week for night work. ‘The 
new scale called for $40 a week. A com- 
mittee which attempted to arbitrate the 
matter suggested an-increase of $3 a 
week. This was sewed by the printers, 
who demanded $34 and $38. 

Instead of oe ee work this 
evening the printers held a meeting 
and waited for the decision of the ub- 
lishers, who were allowed until 8 o'clock 
to reply. The latter’s decision »was that 
they would not pay the amount de- 
manded, and the strike was called. 

The strike is proceeding in an entirely 
orderly manner. It is stated that noth- 
ing further can be done until the ar-

only in degree from the injury done by 
the buyer or other merc t who at- 
teripts to -cancel.’’ 

It was said that there has always been 
more or less disposition on the part of 
some merchants to take it for granted 
that the seller of any article under a 
future contract is impliedly guarantee- 
ing that the price will not decline dur- 
ing the life of the cdntract.

MACKAY REPLIES TOBURLESON 


Thinks Reason for Cable Seizure Is 
Intended Government Ownership. 


Clarence H.’ Mackay, President of the 


Postal Telegraph - Commercial Cable 
Companies, commenting on the state- 
ment of Postmaster General Burleson 
regarding his reasons for taking control 
of the cable lines, said last night: 

“I fail to see the. potnt of Mr. 
Burleson’s argument. The land line sys- 
tems are theoretically in the hands of 
the Postmaster General, but gin acmegie 9 
they are operated by the two telegrap 
companies exactly the same as_ they 
were before the Postmaster General took 
them over. Mr. Burleson fails to point 
out how any more traffic can be sent 
over the ocean cables than under present 
control. Those cables acity.b are 
operated ‘to their full capacity by the 
most expert management, and he can- 
not add to their capacity. .The recent 
breakdown of the estern Union cable 
system caused the cable business to go 
by the Commercial Cable Company’s 
cables and its facilities were overtaxed. 
But how could Mr. Burleson have added 
to their capacity during that interrup- 
tion? The cable business flowed to the 
Commercial Cable Company from both 
telegraph companies because the West- 
ern Union land line system being de- 
prived of its cable connection turned 
over the business to the Commercial 
Cable Company, or its patrons did so, 
which is the same thing. 

‘* Ever since the United States entered 
the war the American ends of the cables 
have been under the control of Govern- 
ment officials as effectively as any con- 
trol could be. They have been under the 
control of the Director of Naval Com- 
munteations, ara not a single thing per- 
taining to the operation of the lines or 
the facility with which cable dispatches 
are being handled, was done without 
his knowledge. Every suggestion and 
request that was made by this Govern- 
ment official or his representative sta- 
tioned in our cable office at New York, 
was promptly complied with in every 
particular. In addition a most rigid 
censorship was established in which the 
company heartily co-operated. In fact 
the Commercial Cable Company has 
been complirhented. by American and 
British Government authorities for the 
splendid service they gave. In Canada, 
Newfoundland, Great Britain, and 
France, censorship under the direction 
of those Governments has also been in 
force for over four years. 

‘There is not a quarter of the need 
of close control of the cable systems 
now or during the period of readjust- 
ment as there was during the war itself,
